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WEATHER The week was cold, cloudy and windy with heavy precipitation over the south=
eastern third of the state, diminishing to nons in the northwestern corner,

Most of the precipitation fell as snow over the central and northeastern portions

and some in the scutheast,

CROPS Comments on Nebraske's wheat crop continue highly favorablee One western

county reported some damage from wind and the outcome of the wheat in the
fleoded areas remmins to be seen but not hopeless yetse The seeded acreage is the
third lergest of record with very little ebandonment indicated up to April l. The
April 1 condition was the highest of record and if maintained until harvest the erop
should approximate one hundred million bushelse

A little over half of the oats had been seeded by Saturday, and with the three
days favorable for seeding following last Saturday, probably three-fourths of the
oats were planted prior to the rain Tuesday night. The rain during the past week
up to Tuesday night was not sufficient to interfere seriously with seeding of oabs
in the western two-thirds of the state and rain was light in the northwestern portion
of northeastern Nebraska,

The percentage of seeding by districts completed up to Saturday morning are as
followss Northwest, 32%; North-Central, 30%; Northeast, 45y Central, 31%; Baste
Central, 54%; Southwest, 57%; South-Central, 70%; Southeast, 86%. In some of the
areas, chiefly in east-central and the southeastern part of northeastern Nebraska,
the soll is so thoroughly saturated that the intended seeding mey not be reached.
Elsewhere it appears so far that the seeding of oats may not fall much below the
intended acreaga.

There was considerable disking of land for corn last weeke There is some in-
dication at least that farmers will prepare their ground and plant earlier than last
year if rains do not interfere. A few counties reported husking a little corn last
weeke With a month's time for the soil to dry out in the flooded bottom lands,
the soil should be in shape for planting corn if weather is favorable for drying.

Stocks of corn in Nebraska are down 3274 from a year ago and down 43% from the
10-year averages Stocks of ocats are slightly higher than last year and slightly
atove the average, while barley stocks are about one~third of the average and 157
below the 10~-year average. In view of the high level of cattle production, more
corn 1s needed and an increased acreage is requested. While an increase in produe-"
tion of corn can be obtained through & better tillage and application of fertilizer,
an increase in corn acreage is highly desirable in view of the low stocks and the
high level of livestock production.

The Ue S+ stocks of corn are 197 below a year ago and 16% below the lO-year
average. Oat stocks are ¥ below & year ago but 8% above the average. Barley
stocks are 127 below a year ago and 3% below the averages Soybean stocks are 24%
above a year ago and 54% above the averages

The outlook for alfalfa, wild hay and pasture is excellent with the splendid
moisture supply. Only warm weather is needsd now to bring these crops out mt a
rapid pace, .

‘"The shortage of farm workers exists in practically all oategoriss, says the
Nebraske State Employment Service. Wet weather since the first of March, particularly
in the eastern third of the state, is increasing the demand for farm workers.
Farmers are eager to get their fields in shepe for planting as early as possible to
avold the sad experience of late planting last year. "Experienced ranch hands sare
particularly needed in the ranch areas,"
